Nixon is beefing up his legal staff, which 
is already costing more than $232,000 a 
year in salaries, to deal with Watergate 
matters. 


Nixon added a third SIM-aday legal 


consultant this week to help the eight 
staff lawyers, whose salaries total 
$232,000. 
Press secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said 


there will be a further expansion of the 
legal team to make "more prompt and 
efficient" responses to Watergate ques- 
tions.

Mideast peace 
signing Sunday

Israel's Premier Golda Meir pressed 


the United States for more clarification 
on the Middle East peace plan today, but 
a U.N. spokesman in Cairo said the ac- 
cord would be signed Sunday despite the 
Israeli reservations. 


Mrs. Meir met with U.S. Ambassador 


Kenneth B. Keating for the second time 
in two days. A government spokesman in 
Tel Aviv declined to confirm or deny the 
U.N. report from Cairo that the signing 
was on. 


Israel and Egypt had been scheduled 


to sign the six-point agreement today. 
The Egyptian press said President An- 
war Sadat of Egypt accepted it and was 
ready to have his representatives sign. 


The Israelis said after an unusual 


Sabbath Cabinet meeting Friday night 
that they also accepted It —in principle 
—but wanted more explanations how it 
would work on the ground. 


Reliable sources said the main Israeli 


objections included the accord's failure 
to mention the Egyptian ability to 
blockade Bab el-Mandeb at the entrance 
to the Red Sea, lack of detail on a relief 
corridor to the Egyptian 3rd Army and 
the reference to a pullback to the Oct. 22 
cease-fire lines. 


Another big problem in the Israeli 


view is the timetable of events outlined 
in the agreement —who does what and 
when? 


"We want to sign," said one Israeli 


official privately, "but we want to be 
certain we understand what it means." 


The U.N. spokesman, Rudolf Staj- 


duhar, said in Cairo that representatives 
from Egypt and Israel would meet at 3 
p.m. Sunday —8 a.m. EST —on the 


Suez-to-Cairo road about 60 miles from 
the Egyptian capital for the signing. 


Meanwhile in Beirut, the authoritative 


newspaper An Nahar reported today that 
a peace conference to settle the 
Arablsraeli conflict would begin Dec. 10 
in Geneva. The newspaper quoted Wes- 
tern diplomatic sources as saying that 
Egypt, Syria and Jordan were expected 
to attend on the Arab side. 


The paper,did not say whether the 


talks would be directed through a third 
party. There was no official confirmat- 
ion of the report from either the Israel 
government or the Arab countries in- 
volved. 


The six-point plan, released in 


Washington, was contained in a letter 
from Kissinger to U.N. Secretary 
General Kurt Waldheim. 


The letter said Egyptian and Israeli 


representatives may sign the pact as 
eaiiy as today at a meeting in U.N.- 
controlled territory along the Cairo- 
to Suez road. 


Points covered by the agreement, as 


it was announced in Washington, 
include: scrupulous observance of the 
U.N.imposed cease-fire and immediate 
discussions between Israel and Egypt 
on withdrawing forces to the Oct. 22 
cease-fire lines. 


It also called for the continued 


shipment of food, water and medicine 
to the city of Suez and to the encircled 
Egyptian 3rd Army on the eastern 
bank of the Suez Canal; the es- 
tablishment of U.N. checkpoints on the 
Cairo-Suez road; and an exchange of 
prisoners of war as soon as the U.N. 
checkpoints are established. 


Kissinger in Peking 
for broad discussions 


PEKING (AP) -U.S. Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger flew into 
mainland China today for "wide-ranging 
meetings" with Premier Chou En-lai 
about Indochina, the Middle East and 
possibly stronger business, scientific 
and cultural ties. 


Foreign Minister Chi Peng-fei and 


Vice Minister Chiao Kuanhua met Kis- 
singer at the Chinese capital's airport 
with diplomatic delegations from 
several nations. 


"Oh it's nice to see you again," Kis- 


singer told Chiao, whom he had seen 
recently at the United Nations in New 
York. 


Kissinger's sixth trip here was in stark 


contrast to July 1971, when he faked a

He also appeared to overs- 
tate the number of lawyers investigating 
Watergate. The special prosecutor's of- 
fice is authorized 37 lawyers. 


Last August, after the Watergate 


disclosures began to balloon, four new 
lawyers were moved onto the White 
House staff from the Justice Depart- 
ment, which still pays their salaries.

and George P. William, 29, ($23,500). 


Buzhardt, who is the special Water-

White House counsel, is a former 
member of President Nixon's New York 
firm and a long-time campaigner for the 
President.

ion, Kissinger is attempting, sources 
say, to ease Chinese anxieties about 
recent U.S.-Soviet cooperation in that 
part of the world. 


Trade and cultural-exchange issues 


were likely to be high on Kissinger's 
Peking agenda, and some observers 
have speculated that China may propose 
talks leading to the establishment of 
formal diplomatic relations between 
Washington and the People's Republic. 


But Chou repeatedly has insisted that 


the United States must break relations 
with the Taiwan government before 
Peking and Washington can enjoy nor- 
mal diplomatic ties. 


"There are no hot announcements" 


planned during Kissinger's visit to 
China, a U.S. official said shortly after 
the party arrived here. He said Kis- 
singer most likely would not meet with 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung. 


But a similar caution was expressed in 


Cairo when, at the same time, Kissinger 
was working out a Middle East peace 
agreement with Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat.

appears public: Aiken

Efforts to cut energy use continue, but 


there are signs it may be too late for 
some consumers. 


More speed limits were reduced, 


thermostats turned down and lights 
dimmed Friday in response to President 
Nixon's urgent pleas two days earlier. 
But the energy shortage already is 
creating problems for goverment agen- 
cies, private businesses and home 
owners. 


Several states reduced speed limits to 


50 miles per hour Friday in response to 
Nixon's suggestions, although in some, 
it will take time to replace now-outdated 
speed limit signs. 


The national headquarters of the 


Continental Trailways bus system an- 
nounced that it is voluntarily cutting 
back speeds to 50 m.p.h. 


Dorhn Transfer Co., which operates a 


fleet of 1,800 vehicles in 10 states from 
the Mississippi River to Massachusetts, 
said it had ordered its drivers to volun- 
tarily observe a 50 m.p.h. limit. 


John A. Love, the President's top 


energy adviser, has predicted that 
Americans probably will have to line up 
for gasoline rationing for the first time 
since World War II by next spring. 
, The Memphis Transit Authority an- 
nounced a moratorium on charter ser- 
vice Friday and said it was scrambling 
to find supplies of fuel for city buses. The 
city bus line, which transports 60,000 
persons daily, was informed by its 
supplier that it could provide only half of 
the 200,000 gallons of fuel the line uses 
each month. 


Bus companies in Charleston and 


Wheeling, W.Va., also said they may be 
forced to cut service as diesel supplies 
dwindle.

in Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The rush 


toward passage of emergency energy 
legislation has slowed but a key 
legislator promises that "next week is 
energy week in the Senate." 


Henry M. Jackson, chairman of the 


Interior Committee, said he expects his 
energy bill to reach the Senate floor on 
Wednesday, one day after scheduled 
votes on the Alaska pipeline and man- 
datory fuel allocation bills. 


He made the statements Friday after 


consideration of his bill became bogged 
down in a series of technical amend- 
ments offered by the Nixon administrat- 
ion. 


But, even with swift passage, winter 


could be nearly over before energy 
conservation measures take hold 
completely, an administration official 
said. 


It would take "three or four months" 


to fully implement fuel allocation and 
rationing plans, John Shaeffer, assistant 
to White House energy adviser John A. 
Love, told the panel. 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Sen. George D. 


Aiken said today that President Nixon 
has told congressional leaders that he 
plans to make public the White House 
tapes and other Watergate-related 
documents after they are submitted to 
the federal grand jury. 


Aiken, of Vermont, the senior 


Republican in the Senate, was among top 
GOP senators and representatives who 
conferred Friday with the President on 
how the Watergate matter is affecting 
the government. 


"The President cannot release the 


Watergate information to the public now 
without being in contempt of court," 
Aiken said. 


Aiken said it is his understanding the 


President cannot make the Watergate 
documents and tapes public until after 
they are given to U.S. District Court 
Judge John J. Sirica and the grand jury. 


"The President will apparently be 


glad to confide with the public," said 
Aiken. "My impression is very strong 
that he is willing' to release everything 
relating to the Watergate without being 
in contempt of court." 


And, Aiken emphasized, "I got the 


impression that he didn't mind the 
public knowing, but the courts have to 
make a decision first." 


Aiken said he understands that it 


would be about five weeks before the 
President could make the documents 
public because of the court proceedings. 


Aiken said he didn't know whether the 


material to be released would be the 
original documents or transcripts. 


But Aiken said the release of the 


material "would not only be of great 
benefit to President Nixon, but to the 
country as well." 


Nixon appears to have launched a 


major effort to shore up Republican 
support and to clear away doubts about 
his integrity. 


Friday the White House promised 


"absolute" cooperation with the Water- 
gate prosecutors and the courts, and said 
new material will be given to a federal 
judge to fill the gap left by two phantom 
Watergate tapes. 


Meanwhile, Nixon gave personal as- 


surances to seven GOP congressional 
leaders in a White House meeting 
described later as a "frank discussion." 


This follows Nixon's statement earlier 


in the week that he doesn't intend to 
resign despite doubts about his integrity 
by "great numbers of Americans." 
Nixon promised, "I shall do everything 
that I can ... to remove, those doubts 
where they exist." 


There was no solid indication as to 


exactly what Nixon intends to furnish to 
the courts. 


One GOP aide said his understanding 


is that the material "will cover a very 
broad area." 


Senate Republican Leader Hugh Scott, 


who took part in the two-hour meeting 
with Nixon, said, "We are assured the 
President is prepared to meet all the

Smoking-thrombosis link 


BOSTON (AP) — A Tufts University researcher says 


laboratory tests show smoking has a direct link to the 
conditions leading to heart attack. 


It has long been known that blood clotting in the arteries, 


called arterial thrombosis, leads to heart attack, stroke and 
blood vessel disease. 


Dr. Peter H. Levine of the Tufts-New England Medical 


Center says his studies show that smoking only one cigarette 
has a dramatic effect on the clotting of blood platelets, the 
small cells that initiate the bloodclotting mechanism by 
sticking together. 


"It has long been known that there is a statistical 


correlation between cigarette smoking and arterial throm- 
bosis," Levine said. 


"But this is the first time to my knowledge that anyone has 


shown through controlled studies that there is a direct, 
physical correlation." 


Levine is an assistant professor of medicine at Tufts 


University School of Medicine and is director of the Blood 
Coagulation laboratory at the New England Medical Center 
Hospital in Boston. 


In his 18-month study, Dr. Levine used 27 mate and female 


smokers. 


Reporting his study in the journal Circulation, Dr. Levin 


said blood samples were drawn from each volunteer every 10 
minutes during laboratory research periods to test platelet 
function. 


After abstaining from cigarettes for 24 hours, each subject 


smoked one standard filter cigarette containing 1.3 
milligrams of nicotine. 


Thirty to 60 minutes after the first cigarette, the subjects 


smoked one made of lettuce leaves, which produces no 
nicotine. As a further control, the report said some subjects 
puffed on unlit cigarettes. 


Following smoking or puffing on either lettuce or unlit 


cigarettes, there was no significant change in platelet 
function, the report said. 


However, five minutes after smoking a single tobacco 


cigarette, there was a marked increase in the platelets' 
ability to form plugs in a manner similar to that found within 
thrombosed arteries, the study said. 


This could explain why smokers have higher documented 


rates of diseases associated with arterial thrombosis, the 


added.

Investigators Very effective1 Sun hidden, 
in motor vehicle complaints 


MADISON — James O. Peterson, ad- 


ministrator of the division of motor 
vehicles, said the new dealer investiga- 
tion force has become "very effective" 
in the field of consumer protection. 


Since January 1, the field investiga- 


tors have handled 1,093 consumer 
complaints, and have obtained refunds 
or settlements amounting to more than 
156,000 for customers, in addition to 
making initial inspections of more than 
3,009 dealerships. 


Peterson said the statistics were for 


the first full nine months of operation 
since the 15-man force was activated. 
The field force, which was established 
to enforce the division's administrative 
code covering retail motor vehicle 
sales, stresses voluntary compliance. 


Peterson said investigators first at- 


tempt to settle complaints by voluntary 
correction if a provable violation or 
intent to defraud does not exist, but 
where there seems to be a reasonable 
disagreement. The vast majority of 
complaints fall into this category, he 
said. 


Where investigations indicate a will- 


ful violation, however, investigators 
present their evidence to local district 
attorneys for prosecution. In the 23 
criminal cases thus initiated, 14 have 
resulted in convictions and three in 
dismissals. Six of the cases are still 
pending, Peterson said. 


In some of the more serious cases, for 


example where several consumers have 
complained about the same violation, 
investigators recommend departmental 
action against the dealer, to suspend or 
revoke the license to do business. The 
division held hearings on five such 
cases last year, and ordered license 
suspensions in all cases. 


Peterson said field investigators have 


also made a determined effort to in- 
spect all dealerships in the state includ-

Dominican, is superintendent of the 
New York Archdiocese; Sister Madon- 
na, a Manitowoc Franciscan, is assis- 
tant superintendent in the Green Bay 
Diocese. 


— The Rev. Patricia Budd Kepler, a 


Presbyterian, is the new director of 
ministerial studies at the Harvard 
University Divinity School. 


— Ten women were among the 60 


administrators attending the late Oc- 
tober meeting of the Midwest Associa- 
tion of Theological Schools. Sister Joan 
A. Range of St. Louis University 
Divinity School became the first woman 
on the association's board and was 


elected secretary-treasurer. 


The visibility of women in religion is 


increasing apart from the issue of the 
ordination of women, although that 
continues 
as a thorny issue in 


Catholicism and Anglicanism. 


In early October, the triennial general 


convention of the Episcopal Church 
failed to approve moves that would have 
permitted 
women 
priests. 
The 


denomination ordains women to a lower 
level of ministry and the relatively 
strong vote for women priests at the 
convention gave supporters cause to 
hope for a liberalizing of the canons in 
three years.

Birmingham, Ala., to Montgomery, 
Ala., when three armed fugitives took 
control. They shot and wounded the 
copilot and held the 27 passengers and 
four crew members hostage for 29 hours 
while the plane landed at various cities 
in the United States, Canada and Cuba.

in Judaism 
celebration

celebration was turned into mourning 
today at the 100th anniversary conven- 
tion of reform Judaism over the sudden 
death of its long-time national president, 
Rabbi Dr. Maurice Eisendrath. 


A mood of shock and sadness prevailed 


among the 3,500 delegates here from 
across the country1. 


"Our song of joy has turned into a 


dirge," said Rabbi Alexander M. 
Schindler, the scheduled successor as 
president of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations. 


Dr. Eisendrath, who had headed it for 


30 years, collapsed and died of a heart 
seizure Friday night only about an hour 
before he was to deliver his final 
presidential address to the opening of 
the centennial convention. 


"The moment which was to have 


marked the culmination of Maurice's 
career has been turned by tragic destiny 
to mark its end," Rabbi Schindler said 
in breaking the news to the assembly in 
the ballroom of the New York Hilton 
hotel. 


Instead of the scheduled gala banquet 


tonight honoring Dr. Eisendrath, who at 
71 was stepping down from the top post, 
there was the prospect of a memorial 
service. 


The reform Jewish movement, which 


had grown to 1.1 million members in 710 
congregations under Dr. Eisendrath's 
leadership, was "his very life, the being 
of his being," Rabbi Schindler said. 


Eisendrath and his wife, Rita, had 


dined in their hotel suite and were 
preparing to go to the assembly hall 
when he collapsed. 


A long-time crusading liberal on the 


nation's religious scene, he had insisted 
on the imperative of applying religious 
principles to conditions in society. 


He also had fostered collaboration 


with Christian leaders, and he had 
worked for closer unity among the three 
major branches of Judaism, which also 
include conservative and orthodox 
wings. 
Dr. Eisendrath, who 'also was 


president of the World Union for 
Progressive Judaism, was born in 
Chicago and served as a rabbi in 
Charleston, W.Va., and Cincinnati, Ohio, 
before becoming head of the national 
reform organization in 1943.

Nixon again says he won't quit 


At the end of the statement on the energy crisis, President 


Nixon stated flatly that he would not resign. At this time 
he's probably right. 


It must be^remembered even by his sternest critics that 


Mr. Nixon was overwhelmingly elected a year ago. To some 
extent many of his supporters chose to ignore the charges of 
corruption within his administration. Certainly they seemed 
to applaud the law and order statements, the attempts to 
turn back to the states some of the authority they had lost, 
efforts to reach a detente with the Communist powers, 
getting out of Vietnam with a facade of honor, Mr. Nixon's 
personal antipermissive views —for other people at least. 


It should also be noticed that many of the cries for 


resignation are politically motivated. The gubernatorial 
• race in New Jersey demonstrated the albatross Mr. Nixon 
hangs around the necks of Republican candidates now. It is 
also obvious that Richard Nixon in the White House is more 
valuable to the Democrats than Richard Nixon out of office 
and not available to be kicked around anymore. 


The real decision on whether or not President Nixon 


should remain in office should be made upon the status of 
our federal government and the quality of his leadership. Is 
he conducting business as usual? Are our foreign relations 
being seriously hampered by doubts of Mr. Nixon's ability 
to govern or suspicions about his judgment under pressure? 
How much have his policies been to blame for our domestic 
problems, the energy crisis, high food prices, urban 
miseries? To these questions a humble Richard Nixon might 
respond with resigning but Richard Nixon is not known for 
humility. The competence of the man is not the whole issue. 
If his actions and decisions are "high crimes and 
misdemeanors" as cited by the Constitution as grounds for 
impeachment, then it is up to Congress to initiate action. 


This is not a defense of Richard Nixon. He has certainly 


been guilty of appalling judgment of men —or he deliber- 
ately chose the kind he did for a purpose. He does not have 
the stature of the leader we would like to have in the White 
House. He may be guilty of illegal activities by omission or 
commission. 


Nor is his announced determination to remain necessarily 


binding. Spiro Agnew's hasty departure is evidence enough 
of the possibility of a change of mind. 


Perhaps Richard Nixon's resignation would be healthy for 


the United States. But we are more apt to agree with Sen. 
Barry Goldwater in that the time is not yet. And Congress 
cannot evade its own responsibility by ignoring the im- 
peachment issue. 


Missions for merger 


One can be of two minds about the mission statements 


for the schools of the merged University of Wisconsin 
System produced by the UW central administration for 
presentation this week to the Board of Regents. 


In August, a framework for merger presented to the

Thus, 
the August framework was either a premature one or the 
final mission statements are a concession to political 
reality —that it is easier to shape a plan for future growth 
than to rearrange what already exists. 


In any event, the important thing now is that the mission 


statements receive wide public discussion at hearings the 
Board of Regents has scheduled around the state, includ- 
ing one in Oshkosh. And that the final plan be one based 
on logic, efficiencies and economies, not pressures of 
politics. 


The basic plan is this: 
Ph.D. work would be concentrated at the universities in 


Madison and Milwaukee. All schools would have master's 
degree work, but the universities at Oshkosh and Eau 
Claire would become regional graduate centers with 
specified professional programs. In addition, there would 
be two "special mission" schools, the University of Wis- 
consin-Green Bay and 
Stout State University at 


Menomonie. Both would have master's degree programs 
with a statewide mission. 


The UWGB mission would be a concentration on its 


teaching approach of relating man to his environment. At 
Stout, the concentration would be on its established 
specialties in technical and industrial education. 


The framework before the regents is a good one. 


Refinements before final action of the regents can come 
from the hearings scheduled around the state. 


But-there could be roadblocks. For example, there are 


amendments in the legislature to weaken the bill intended 
to make final the 1971 merger of the University of Wis- 
consin and the state universities. These amendments 
would require legislative approval for major changes in 
the missions of schools or for any graduate program 
cutbacks. 


Merger was intended to search for economies and to 


produce a statewide plan for higher education through 
building upon the specialties of schools within the merged 
system. It was not intended to produce something based on 
legislative horsetrading and provincial politics. That is one 
thing the public should make clear at the hearings the 
regents will have for the merger plan. 


Sfcrfe flag in trouble 


Wisconsin's Great Seal as it flies on the official state flag 


has really been catching it. 


A few months back, no less an authority than the Smith- 


sonian Institution's expert on state flags said the Wisconsin 
flag was terribly cluttered and out-of-date. Among other 
things, the flag has a badger, the state motto "Forward," a 
pile of lead, a horn of plenty overflowing with farm products 
and two gentlemen in clothes of the 1800s, a sailor and a 
miner, holding the whole thing together. 


Now, an AFL-CIO state women's conference has taken 


issue with the sailor and the miner. 


"The seal is suppose to be representative of all Wiscon- 


sin citizens. But the coat of arms shows nothing but men — 
and they're all white," said Miss Helen Henslen, leader of 
the conference. 


Green Bay this year had a contest in the schools which 


resulted in a city flag which combined everything from the 
paper industry to the St. Lawrence Seaway to the Packers. 
Rep. Herbert Grover of Shawano has called for a study of a 
new state flag, and maybe he should amend his bill to draw 
on the talents of young historians and designers in the 
schools. 


At least, as they are supposed to say on Madison Avenue, 


he could run it up the flagpole and see if anyone salutes.

Wyngaard likes riding Madison buses 


MADISON - When family circumstances 


changed recently and required some adjust- 
ment in my habits, I became a regular rider of 
the Madison bus lines for the first time in more 
than a quarter of a century. The experience of a 
couple of months recalls the observation of 
another journalist, in an altogether more 
dramatic context long ago, that he had seen the 
future and it works. 


The capital city is sponsor of the most ambi- 


tious of the public mass transit operations in 
Wisconsin. From the perspective of this newly 
converted rider the Madison bus utility will be a 
model for the many other urban communities of 
the state that are now subsidizing or have 
already taken over as public functions the 
services of proprietary bus lines that failed as a 
result of Americans' infatuation with their 
automobiles. 


Conversion was accidental 


My conversion was not truly the consequence 


of the energy crisis or a conscious response to 
the environmentalists' worries about resource 
waste and traffic congestion and exhaust con- 
tamination. It was largely accidental. 


But a couple months of experience and ob- 


servation have persuaded me that the use of an 
automobile for a round trip from a Madison 
suburb to Capitol Square each day is wasteful as 
well as inconvenient. 


We have become profligate about such mat- 


ters. The slightest attempt to record the cost of 
the operation of an automobile, its depreciation, 
insurance coverage, locating parking space and 
the cost of renting it, among other factors, must 
persuade even the amateur accountant that a 
25-cent fare for a half hour trip by bus is a 
spectacular bargain. 


The fare is artificial, of course. Perhaps the 


time has passed when there can be a realistic 
hope that the fare box will produce sufficient 
revenue to pay for reasonably adequate 
municipal transit. 


In Madison the municipal subsidy, withdrawn 


from the city treasury and therefore levied upon 
all local taxpayers, is nearly equal to the 
aggregate of fare receipts. If the substantial 
federal aid for capital equipment, mostly 
representing new busses, is taken into account 
the rider is getting a generous grant from the 
public treasury, indeed. 


Yet this is the pattern of the times, although 


the Madison experience is exceptional in 
several particulars. It has a larger proportion of 
residents directly dependent on public trans- 
portation 
than 
other 
communities. 
Its 


geographical characteristics compel higher 
costs. The longest route covers 28 miles, to 
illustrate. 


My experiment, if it may be described so 


formally, began in the pleasant weeks of 


summer. The 10-minute walks to and from the 
bus stop are refreshing as I will relate to my 
medical adviser during our next visit. I confess 
to some apprehension about wading through the 
snows of winter on our distant suburban street, 
but Frank Mattone, the Madison bus utility 
manager, says that patronage 
actually 


increases during the cold months. 


Opportunity for pleasant chats 


There are other and forgotten benefits in the 


busing experience for the man who has relied 
upon the auto to carry him to his office during 
most of his working life. The parking crisis has 
been solved. My bus drops me on a Capitol 
Square corner, a hundred yards from the Capi- 
tol, my first port of call on each business day. 
Any average bus load will contain one or two 
friends and acquaintances and the opportunity 
for pleasant and often informative chats. 


The 30-minute ride permits reading the 


newspapers or making notes on the day's chores 
as do many of the university professors who are 
my companions morning and evening. 


Meanwhile, I calculate that my personal 


expenditures budget is gaining at the rate of 
several dollars daily. 


In January the legislature will consider a 


more positive state contribution to the resolu- 
tion of the urban bus dilemma of the state. This 
is intended as a cordial hope that it will find a 
way to help.

SMALLEST STATE HAS LOWEST DEATH RATE 


Rhode Is/and had one fourth as many traffic fatalities per 


100,000 population as Wyoming 
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Rhode Island tops 
in traffic safety 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


America's smallest state showed up 


as number one in traffic safety this 
year, a survey by the Highway Users 
Federation revealed. 


Little Rhode Island showed that is 


was doing the best job of all the states 
when it came to keeping down the 
annual traffic fatality rates. Its only 
rival was the District of Columbia. 


The report by the Highway group 


said that the recently issued compila- 
tion of motor vehicle death rate sta- 
tistics for 1972 showed that Rhode 
Island was far below the national 
average for highway carnage, any way 
those rates are measured. 


The mileage death rate (traffic 


deaths per 100 million vehicle miles for 
the entire nation last year was 4.53, but 
in Rhode Island it was 2.5. The District 
of Columbia also had a rate of 2.5. The 
registration death rate (traffice fatali- 
ties per 100,000 motor vehicles) for the 
nation was 4.66, the report showed. For 
Rhode Island it was 2.2. 


The population death rate (traffic 


fatalities per 100,000 population was 
27.2 for the nation, or more than twice 
the figure for Rhode Island which 
stood at only 12.6. In this category the 


District of Columbia did still better 
with 9.7. 


The date contained in the survey was 


included in reports from the National 
Safety Council, based on information 
from state traffic authorities, the Na- 
tional Center for Health Statistics, the 
Federal Highway Administration and 
the U.S. Census Bureau. 


Some of the larger states had far 


worse traffic death rates. For example, 
Montana's mileage death rate led the 
nation at 7.3 or far above the national 
average and nearly three times the 
rate of Rhode Island. Wyoming's 
population death rate was a grim 57.1. 
This meant that the chances of being 
killed in a traffic crash in Wyoming 
were more than four times greater 
than in Rhode Island. 


There are a wide variety of reasons 


for such disparity in traffic death 
rates, safety experts say. The Rhode 
Island annual Highway Safety Work 
Program for 1973 says "Improved 
highways, 
more 
thorough 
motor 


vehicle inspections and safer cars are 
probable factors; other factors are the 
expanded activities of local communi- 
ties in the promotion of safety and law 
enforcement."

Stakes are high 
in our dilemma 


Concerning the deteriorating situa- 


tion, a few observations. 


1. It is unlikely that the support for 


Mr. Nixon in the Gallup Poll will go 
much lower. Probably the figure, in the 
mid-twenties, is at bedrock. It is down 
to inertial support, and probably would 
not reduce if Archibald Cox leaked the 
information to Senator Kennedy that 
Richard Nixon was the man hiding 
behind the Grassy Knoll on November 
22, 1963. 


Under the circumstances, it will not 


prove very much if in the days ahead 
Gallup reports that Mr. Nixon's 
strength is not decreasing. If it stays at 
its present level, the indices for Mr. 
Nixon are bad. The regenerative powers 
of the Presidency are so enormous as to 
bring great kinetic forces to bear on his 
popularity. If the rating stays at the 
present low, it suggests a strategic 
sullenness on the part of the public 
which will not be distracted by a speech 
or a press conference or a conciliatory 
gesture by the Soviet Union. 


2. No one knows exactly what is meant 


by the cant phrase that President Nixon 
"cannot govern." That observation 
needs to be examined at several levels. 
The first is in foreign policy. Anybody 
who can call for a nuclear alert, can 
"govern," and Richard Nixon just 
finished one of those. At a less obvious 
level, however, it is — let's face it - 
inconceivable that the President could 
reply with force to an offensive by North 
Vietnam in violation of the Peace With 
Honor Treaty of last January. Whether 
a brand new President would feel free 
to do so is problematic. Put it conser- 
vatively that he would feel freer to do so 
than the beleaguered incumbent. 


3. As regards domestic matters, those 


who say that Mr. Nixon cannot govern 
are once against talking about different 
levels of Mr. Nixon's responsibility. It is 
true that Mr. Nixon's diminished pres- 
tige causes individual Congressmen and 
senators to defy him sometimes even 
for the sake of doing so. Some legisla- 
tors no doubt feel that they can only 
communicate to their constituents their 
sympathy with the anti-Nixon mood by 
being clearly obstructive. Mr. Nixon 
undoubtedly could nominate for high 
public office someone who a year or two 
ago would have breezed by the Senate. 
Today such a nomination would be held 
up, 
for protracted 
investigation, 


bickering, and naysaying. 


At a level once removed, it is true that 


Mr. Nixon is not now in a position to get 
from the public the kind of heat neces- 
sary to kindle Congress into a concern 
for its duties. There is entrenched irra- 
tionality here, but not much that one 
can readily do about it. Even a move 
transparently directed to the public 
interest meets now with presumptive 
opposition —the delay over the confir- 
mation of Gerald Ford being a case in 
point. In this sense, the loss of the 
people's confidence translates into a 
palpable loss of presidential power. It is 
an exaggeration to say that Mr. Nixon 
can't govern. It is not an exaggeration 
to say that he cannot govern as effec- 
tively as once he could.

MADISON — Mounting national con- 


cern about petroleum supplies and the 
prospect of rationing may turn the 
spotlight in the legislative session 
starting in January on a bold proposi- 
tion to use state law as a tool to force 
auto manufacturers to produce more 
efficient automobiles. 


The measure, as drafted by eight 


Democratic state senators, with two 
prominent Democrats of the Assembly 
listed as co-authors, sets minimum 
efficiency standards that would be so 
strict many new autos would be barred 
from Wisconsin roads today if they wef% 
effective now. 


The proposed control tool would be 


the refusal of the state Division of 
Motor Mehicles to register vehicles 
that do not meet efficiency standards 
as defined by miles per gallon traveled 


by motor vehicles. 


The plan would call for a 15 mile an 


hour minimum performance after Jan. 
1, 1978, with a graduated demand for 
more efficiency, as follows: 


In 1979, 17.5 miles; in 1980, 20 miles; 


1981, 22.5 miles; and after Jan. 1, 1982, 
25 miles. 


The measure would provide that the 


state motor vehicle division adminis- 
trator could adopt the results of federal 
or disinterested private agency tests, 
or substitute his own tests. 


Manufacturers would be required to 


provide representative models for use 
in such tests, and the results would be 
published as legal notices. Stiff penal- 
ties would be provided to discourage 
the falsification of date of purchase of 
an automobile for purposes of evading 
the registration restrictions.

RULES AND FUNCTIONS OF THE 


FISCAL BOARD 


The Committee reports and recommends that: 
1. The tallowing rules governing the Appleton Fiscal 


Board be adapted: 


1. Regular meetings shall be any meeting called in 


accordance with the provision of Wisconsin Statutes 
Section 120.50. The Mayor shall call meetings on 
reauest of five members of the fiscal board, and may 
cal I meetings at any time he determines that a meeting 
is necessary. Upon the receiving of a petition for a 
meeting, the Mayor shall call a meeting within ten 
calendar days. 


2. The Mayor shall be the presiding officer. A Vice 


Chairman shall be elected annually at the first meeting 
following the Third Tuesday in April. The City Clerk 
shall be the Secretary ot this Board. After calling the 
meeting to order, the City Clerk shall proceed to call 
the roll in alphabetical order noting who are present 
and who are absent. If after going through the roll it 
shal I appear that a quorum is present, the Fiscal Board 
shall proceed to business, and if there is no quorum 
present, the members present may compel the atten- 
dance of absent members or adiourn. A quorum shall 
be 2/3 of the total number of votes as determined by 
the formula set forth In Wisconsin Statutes Section 
120.50. At least fourteen (14) Aldermen of the Common

(f) Report of Board of Education 
(g) Report ot Standing and Special Committees 
(h) Old Business 
(i) New Business 
(i) Adiourn 
4. A representative at the Board of Education, the 


Superintendent of Schools and the City Attorney, 
Finance Director and Police Chief shall attend all 
meetings. City Department Heads shall attend meet- 
ings upon request. 


5. AM petitions, resolutions and communications 


relating to Fiscal Board matters shall be presented bv 
the City Clerk and shall be read in full if requested bv a 
member. 


6. No member shall speak more than twice on any 


question and only ten minutes at a time without per- 
mission. When a member desires to be heard he/she 
shall first rise and address the Chair by proper title 
expressing his/her desire to speak and shall be recog- 
nized by the Chair before speaking on any question. No 
persons not a member of the Fiscal Board shall be 
permitted to address the same, except bv a majority 
consent of th* Fiscal Board. This rule shall not apply 
to any public hearing.

Only grade A milk can 
now be used in bottles 


OSHKOSH, Wis. (AP) -Elimination 


of the two-grade method of identifying 
milk was urged Thursday by the Wis- 
consin Cheesemakers Association. 


Only Grade A milk can now be used for 


bottling in the United States, while both 
grades may be used in making cheese, 
butter and other manufacturered 
products. 


Robert Streeter of Viroqua, president 


of the organization, said that milk should 
be either fit or unfit for human con- 
sumption regardless of the form in 
which it was consumed. He said most of 
Wisconsin's producers of grade B milk 
were closer to grade A sanitary stan- 
dards anyway. 


The move to a single grade of milk 


would make it impossible for the 
government to divide the dairy industry, 
Streeter said, which he contended it is 
doing now. 


"This association has grave reason to 


believe that extreme pressures are being 
applied in this country to eliminate the 
grade B milk supply over the next 
decade by the importation of dairy 
products," the group said in adopting a 
resolution submitted by Streeter. 


The statement said the dairy industry 


would be traded off for international 
trade concessions in such a government 
action, and the cheesemaking industry 
would eventually be eliminated.

Appletom Mayor James Sutherland, 


jumping into a debate he has until now 
tried to avoid, has suggested an $1,800 
per year salary for aldermen, along 
with 
reimbursement 
of 
actual 


expenses for out of city travel. 


The proposal comes after 16 members 


of the City Council battled furiously 
over the issue Wednesday. The debate 
was halted before aldermem decided 
what to do with all the recommenda- 
tions made by a special mayor-appoint- 
ed committee on the salary issue. 


The mayor's suggestion is to raise 


aldermen's pay from the current $100 to 
$150 per month after the April, 1975 
elections. The study committee had 
recommended a two-step increase: To 
$125 per month for aldermen elected in 
April, 1974, and to $150 for all aldermen 
after April, 1975. 


But while the committee recom- 


mended an end to all travel allowances 
—a move decried by several aldermen 
who believe it will take away incentives 
to attend educational seminars and the 
like —Sutherland has proposed a travel 
expense policy like one now in effect for 
full-time city hall employes. 


Sutherland said such a policy would 


assure equal financial treatment for all 
aldermen, a desire which he said is 
"clearly evident in recent aldermanic 
actions" dealing with the subject. 


Currently, aldermen get $25 per day 


for out-of-town expenses, or $15 per day 
plus lodging. They also receive eight 
cents per mile. 


"Per diem pay would appear to be 


contrary to the 'equal pay' concept 
referred to above," said Sutherland, in 
a three-page statement released today. 
"On the other hand, reimbursement for 
expenses would be consistent with 
such a concept. 


The current expense policy for full- 


time employes provides eight cents per 
mile travel allowance, up to $10 per day 
for meals and actual reimbursement for 
lodging, transportation and registration 
fees. 


Sutherland said he had hoped to stay 


out of the heated debate over aider- 
manic pay, but he could not "in view'of 
the continued wide-disparity of alder- 
men's viewpoints on the matter, as 
reflected in Wednesday night's council 
debate." 


The mayor said aldermen 
are 


"providing a public service; their "pay' 
is really more in the nature of a nominal 
amount which facilitates their ability to 
serve (to include reimbursement for at 
least some of the financial losses in- 
curred as a result of aldermanic ser- 
vice)." 


He said it would be impossible to 


reach a consensus on what would be an 
"appropriate financial measure of the 
contribution made by aldermen, either 
as individuals or as a group." 


He quoted from a 1968 Citizens 


Governmental Operations Committee 
report, which recommended an $1,800 


per year aldermanic salary and actual 
reimbursement for out-of-pocket ex-

Sutherland noted that an increase to 


$1,800 in aldermanic pay in 1975 would 
represent a 3 per cent increase per year 
since 1960, when the members of the 
City Council received their last pay 
increase. 
"The 'pay* was at a nominal figure in 


1980; the increase would keep the pay in 
1975 at a nominal level," said the 
mayor. 
Sutherland also said the $1,800 salary 


can be viewed as a decrease, when it is 
recalled that aldermen are phasing out 
health insurance coverage (effective 
1975) that has been worth more than 
$700 for those who used it.

Bail was set Friday at $5,000 for a 


30-year-old Great Falls, Mont, man, 
being held by Outagamie County 
authorities for an apparent parole 
violation and questioning in regard to a 
homicide in Montana.

No shift in milk order 
despite price problem 


There will be no change in the 


Chicago Regional Milk Order despite an 
imbalance that has turned milk prices 
upside down and posed a potential 
threat to supplies of mujr for bottling. 


Milk suppliers from throughout the 


regional order area, mostly in Wiscon- 
sin, 
met Friday in Chicago at the 


order of the United States Department 
of Agriculture to solve problems that 
have caused prices for milk used in 
cheesemaking to accelerate faster than 
the milk used in bottling. 


Normally the milk used in bottling 


leads prices by slightly less than $1.50 
and it is this price advantage that en- 
courages dairymen to supply milk to 
city markets. 


In recent weeks the prices for cheese 


have been high, however, and the state 
milk production has declined by 9 per 
cent. The combination created a situa- 
tion causing Cheesemakers to bid 
against bottlers so that the milk used in 
cheesemaking is in some places worth 
more than that put into bottles. 


At dairy plants within 50 miles of 


Appleton the milk used for Class II 
(manufacturing) 
processing 
was 


reported this week as selling for about 
three to six cents more per hundred- 
weight than the bottling milk. 


The danger of the situation" is that 


farmers and dairy plant operators could 
refrain from shipping milk to bottlers 
should the situation continue for a long 
period. 


Truman Torgerson, general manager 


of Lake to Lake Dairy Cooperative, 
Manitowoc, Thursday said his or- 
ganization will continue to ship milk to 
city markets despite the increased 
profitability of using the milk to make 
cheese. 


"The milk going into packaged milk 


gets our number one priority," he said. 


He blamed the upside-down pricing 


on inaction by the Cost of Living Council 
on requests made by the dairy industry 
recently for an increase in the price of 
Class I milk used for bottling. 


The increase would have the effect of 


raising the price of milk in stores. The 
rising cheese prices also will have that 
effect as federal price formulas are 
utilized to establish minimum pricing.

Speener, on the advice of his attorney,

Revenue for Outagamie budget 
comes from a variety of sources 


People often think of budgets only in 


terms of spending. The revenues to pay 
for the expenditures frequently get only 
a cursory glance. To be sure, the tax 
levy gets careful and detailed study. 


In the 1974 proposed Outagamie 


Last of a six-part series 


County budget, the tax levy represents 
just slightly more than 37 per cent of the 
county revenue. 


The remaining 63 per cent comes 


from a variety of sources — state and 
federal shared taxes, fees charged for 
services in the various departments, 
court fines, state and federal aids for 
specific programs, interest on invest- 
ments and rent charged to tenants of 
county-owned property. 


The county board has little or no 


control over many of the revenue items. 
Once a program has been started, the 
revenue is usually determined by an 
aid formula set by the state and the 
money must be used to offset the cost of 
that program. 


The amount of shared taxes the 


county will receive from the state and 


federal governments also is deter- 
mined, but the county board does have 
some say over how the money is spent. 


For 1974, Outagamie County will 


receive $1,133,230 in shared state taxes. 
The shared tax pot is made up of what 
used to be separate grants for income 
tax, utility tax and inheritance tax. This 
revenue is simply applied against the 
overall budget. 


Revenue sharing is another story. 


There are some limitations on its use 
-it cannot be used for normal operating 
expenses, nor as the county's share of 
matching federal funds -but beyond 
that it's pretty much up to the county 
board. 


There now is $1.2 million in the 


revenue sharing trust account and the 
county should receive another $900,000 
next year. 


County Executive Alvin Woehler has 


plans for some of that money, first to 
finish off the county's solid waste dis- 
posal program. The board will be asked 
next week to approve spending $95,000 
to purchase trucks to haul the shredded 
waste to landfill sites. Equipment must 
still be bought for the rural pickup 


Institute urges city to 
pay for creek damage 


program. And the landfill site must still 
be acquired. 


Woehler also wants to build a new 


facility for services to the mentally ill 
and handicapped, using revenue shar- 
ing funds. Some supervisors may have 
other ideas, such as applying at least a 
portion of the money to further reducing 
the tax levy for next year, a move which 
Woehler strongly opposes. 


In addition to federal revenue shar- 


ing, the county has another major 
revenue which is uncommitted. This is 
about $1.23 million from the state to 
settle past accounts at the health center. 


Woehler and the finance committee 


have already 
recommended 
that 


$400,000 be applied to reduce the tax 
levy, but they are asking that the 
remainder be held to cover any first 
year program adjustment costs under 
the unified health services board and to 
fund a county health department if one 
is created during the year. 


While the executive has been firm on 


not using any more of the funds for tax 
relief, two items are expected to come 
out 
of 
those 
funds. 
A $200,000 


remodeling project at the health center 
is being recommended for funding out 
of revenue sharing and the second 
phase development at Plamann Park, 
probably $60,000, may be recommend- 
ed for funding out of the settling up 
funds.
